INTRODUCTION 


This publication contains final statis- 
tics on the number and retail value of new 
motor vehicles sold in 1978, by province (or 
region) as well as by type and origin of ve- 
hicles. Revisions to the monthly series (pub- 
lished during the year in New Motor Vehicle 
Sales, Catalogue 63-007), seasonally adjusted 
data on sales of new passenger cars and com- 
mercial vehicles, and extensive historical 
information are also provided in the following 
pages. 


In this publication, the term "passenger 
cars" denotes all vehicles whose principal 
function is to carry passengers, including 
those used for commercial purposes, i.e., 
taxis, rented automobiles and limousines, and 
other fleets. The term "commercial vehicles", 


on the other hand, is limited solely to trucks 


and buses; this designation applies regardless 
of the use to which such vehicles are put. 


With reference to the "origin" of new 
motor vehicles, the tables in this report dif- 
ferentiate between Canadian- and United 
States-manufactured vehicles and overseas- 
manufactured vehicles. The latter term per- 
tains only to those vehicles which are im- 
ported (some by Canadian and United States 
manufacturers) in a fully assembled state 
from countries other than the United States. 
Passenger cars and trucks assembled on this 
continent are treated statistically as Cana- 
dian- and United States-manufactured vehicles, 
regardless of the source of vehicle parts. 


SUMMARY OF RESULTS 


Unit sales of new motor vehicles during 
1978 lagged 5.5% behind last year's sales dur- 
ing the opening quarter but rapidly improved, 
advancing 8.3% over last year in the second 
quarter and gaining a further 9.42% in the 
third quarter, till by November accumulated 
sales of both passenger cars and commercial 
vehicles reached higher levels than the record 
levels of 1977. By year-end a record level, 
of 1,366,544 unit sales was still achieved, 
1.6% higher than the 1,344,959 units sold in 
1977, despite a very sharp drop off in sales 
of imported vehicles affecting particularly 
the aggregate for passenger cars. The new 
commercial vehicle component of this aggregate 
also reached a new record level of 377,654 
units, 6.8% higher than the previous record 
of 353,561 units in 1977. . Owing to. the, sharp 
slump experienced in new foreign passenger car 
sales in December, this component of the ag- 
gregate concluded the year with unit sales of 
988,890, 0.3% behind last year's record total 
of 991,398 units. 


Cette publication présente les statistiques 
définitives du nombre de véhicules automobiles 
neufs vendus en 1978 par province (ou région), 
type et pays d'origine et selon leur valeur au dé- 
tail. Elle comporte également des corrections 
apportées 4 la série mensuelle (publiée au cours de 
l'année dans le n° 63-007 au catalogue, Ventes de 
véhicules automobiles), des données désaisonnali- 
sées sur les ventes de voitures particuliéres neu- 
ves et des véhicules utilitaires neufs ainsi que 
des renseignements chronologiques généraux. 


Dans cette publication, le terme "voitures 
particuliéres" englobe tous les véhicules dont la 
fonction principale est de transporter les passa- 
gers; il comprend, entre autres, les véhicules 
utilisés 4 des fins commerciales, comme les taxis, 
les voitures et les limousines de location et au- 
tres. Le terme "véhicules utilitaires" comprend 
seulement les camions et les autobus; cette dési- 
gnation ne tient pas compte de leur utilisation. 

En ce qui concerne le pays "d'origine" des 
véhicules automobiles neufs, les tableaux de cette 
publication font une différence entre les véhicules 
fabriqués au Canada et aux Etats-Unis et les véhi- 
cules fabriqués outre-mer.

SOMMAIRE DES RESULTATS 


Par rapport a l'année précédente, le nombre 
de véhicules automobiles neufs vendus en 1978 a 
tombé de 5.5 % au premier trimestre, mais la situa- 
tion s'est rapidement améliorée. En effet, les 
ventes furent plus nombreuses de 8.3 % au deuxiéme 
trimestre et de 9.4 % au troisiéme trimestre; en 
novembre, les ventes cumulées, tant de voitures 
particuliéres que de véhicules utilitaires, dépas- 
saient les sommets atteints en 1977. A la fin de 
l'année, le chiffre de 1,366,544 unités vendues 
constituait un nouveau record, supérieur de 1.6 % 
au chiffre de 1,344,959 atteint en 1977, malgré une 
chute trés marquée des ventes de véhicules importés 
qui s'est surtout répercutée sur le chiffre des 
voitures particuliéres. L'autre composante, soit 
les véhicules utilitaires neufs, a également at- 
teint un nouveau sommet de 377,654 unités, dépas- 
sant de 6.8 Z% le record précédent (353,561 unités 
en 1977). Par suite de la chute brutale des ventes 
en décembre de voitures particuliéres fabriquées 
outre-mer, le nombre total de voitures particu- 
liéres neuves vendues en 1978 a été de 988,890 uni- 
tés, soit un recul de 0.3 % par rapport au record 
de l'année précédente (991,398 unités). 


Total receipts for these new motor vehi- 
cle sales during 1978 amounted to $9,649.5 
million, 12.9% higher than the $8,545.9 mil- 
lion reported in 1977. New passenger car 
sales valued at $6,383.0 million, and account- 
ing for two thirds of this aggregate amount, 
were up 10.1% over 1977 receipts of $5,795.6 
million. New commercial vehicle sales valued 
at $3,266.5 million, an advance of 18.82 over 
1977 receipts of $2,750.3 million, accounted 
for the remaining third of total receipts. 


In general, the 1978 Canadian market for 
new ‘passenger cars was one of the most buoyant 
on record but not all countries supplying this 
market were able to share uniformly in this 
opportunity. The continuing depreciation of 
the Canadian dollar during the year, which 
caused relatively higher prices for foreign 
cars, had a particularly dampening effect on 
the sales of Japanese cars while apparently 
benefitting sales of cars manufactured in 
Canada and the United States. As a conse- 
quence, the share of the domestic car market 
held by imports slipped back two full percent- 
age points over the year, to 17.5%. 


The average retail prices of passenger 
cars sold in Canada during 1978 reflect the 
effects of the depreciation of the dollar in 
improving the price differential for cars 
manufactured in North America. For cars built 
in Canada and the United States, prices rose 
8.2% during 1978, from $6,097 to $6,596; for 
European cars there was an increase of 15.32 
which raised average prices from $6,209 in 
1977 to $7,162 and for Japanese passenger cars 
average prices leapt 20.6%, from $4,200 for 
1977 to $5,066 in 1978. 


In contrast with the monthly sales of 
Japanese passenger cars last year, when they 
accumulated to a record 134,900 units, monthly 
sales in 1978 began declining in March and 
persisted through the remaining months of the 
year in all provinces except for the month of 
September, when there was a temporary recovery 
attributable to the sales' stimulus provided 
by the temporary reduction in the sales tax in 
force in most provinces at the time. By year- 
end, sales had shrunk 16.1% in aggregate to 
113,166 units from 1977 but total receipts 
still managed to expand overall by 1.2%, over 
this same period, from $566.6 million to 
$573.3 million, despite declines in annual 
receipts in all the western provinces. 


It would appear that sales of passenger 
cars imported from Europe were not as seri- 
ously affected by the depreciation of the 
dollar during the first half of 1978. By 
year-end there was on balance a modest 1.7% 
advance in sales over last year's good per- 
formance of 58,746 units to 59,730. Total 
receipts for these sales grew 17.3% over the

Sales of new commercial vehicles have 
grown at an average annual rate of 13.8% since 
the beginning of the decade and now account 
HOt Of Omea man venlicles = soldsand 33.974 Of 
total receipts. Traditionally, commercial 
vehicules produced in Canada and the United 
States have provided the bulk of this market. 
In 1978, this amounted to 96.4% of all units 
SoOldmror my O4nm7 miarUulitis wpe y so Grom 357 .o le 
in 1977. Although average retail prices rose 
$842, or 10.6% over the year, strong sales in 
all provinces increased total receipts to 
$3,188.1 million, 19.3% higher than receipts 
of $2,673 P million ‘in’ 1977. “Included™‘in’ the 
data for commercial vehicles produced in Can- 
ada and the United States are the sales of 
4,172 buses and coaches valued at $93.9 mil- 
ifon'. 


Sales of trucks imported from overseas, 
principally Japan, experienced a sharp set- 
back during 1978, declining 14.3% to 13,413 
units, from 15,647 in 1977. Receipts in cur- 
rent dollars increased 1.5% in 1978, from 
$77.3 million to $78.4 million. 


Quality of Data 


The monthly statistics on new motor ve- 
hicle sales, on which this annual publication 
is based, are obtained by the Merchandising 
and Services Division in a full-coverage sur- 
vey of the 19 Canadian automobile manufac- 
turers (for both Canadian- and United States- 
produced vehicles) and the 20 importers of 
vehicles manufactured elsewhere.

Quant aux voitures particuliéres produites au 
Canada et aux Etats-Unis, elles se sont particu- 
liérement bien vendues en 1978; pour l'année, les 
ventes ont augmenté de 2.3 % (de 797,752 unités en 
1977 a 815,994), “ce total annuel @tant dépassé 
seulement par celui de 1975 (835,679 unités). Des 
18,242 voitures vendues en plus en 1978, 15,035 
l'ont été en septembre, période ot la réduction 
temporaire de la taxe de vente était en vigueur. 

La ventilation des ventes annuelles par province en 
1978 fait voir une augmentation supérieure 4 la 
moyenne (2.3 2) pour les provinces de 1'Atlantique, 
de la Colombie-Britannique et de l'Ontario, une 
légére progression au Manitoba et en Saskatchewan, 
mais une baisse minime par rapport au niveau de 
l'année précédente en Alberta et au Québec. Les 
recettes totales provenant de la vente de ces voi- 
tures se sont é@levées de 10.6 Z en 1978, passant de 
$4,864.2 millions en 1977 a $5,381.9 millions en 
197s. 


Les ventes de véhicules utilitaires neufs ont 
connu une augmentation annuelle moyenne de 13.8 % 
depuis le début de la décennie et représentent 
maintenant 27.6 Z de tous les véhicules vendus et 
33.9 Z des recettes totales. Ce sont toujours les 
véhicules utilitaires produits au Canada et aux 
Etats-Unis qui accaparent ce marché. En 1978, ils 
représentaient 96.4 % de toutes les unités vendues, 
soit 364,241 (7.8 % de plus que les 337,914 vendues 
en 1977). Bien que le prix de détail moyen se soit 
élevé de $842 au cours de l'année (10.6 Z%), la 
poussée des ventes dans toutes les provinces a fait 
grimper les recettes totales 4 $3,188.1 millions, 
soit a 19.3 % au-dessus de celles de 1977 
($2,673.1 millions). Les données sur les véhicules 
utilitaires produits au Canada et aux Etats-Unis 
prennent en compte la vente de 4,172 autobus et 
autocars valant $93.9 millions. 


Les ventes de camions importés d'outre-mer, 
principalement du Japon, ont subi un recul marqué 
en 1978, tombant de 14.3 Z% par rapport a 1977 (de 
$15,647 a 13,413 unités). En dollars courants, les 
recettes ont augmenté de 1.5 % en 1978 (de $77.3 
millions 4a $78.4 millions). 


Qualité des données 


Les statistiques mensuelles sur les ventes 
de véhicules automobiles neufs, base de la présen- 
te publication, sont obtenues par la Division du 
commerce et des services au moyen d'une enquéte 
exhaustive menée auprés de 19 fabricants d'auto- 
mobiles canadiens (tant pour les véhicules produits 
au Canada qu'aux Ftats-Unis) et de 20 importateurs 
de véhicules fabriqués ailleurs. 


In addition to the usual problems af- 
fecting full-coverage surveys, such as the 
need to revise data as a result of amended 
returns and late responses, which is the 
principal reason for this publication, there 
is, in addition, the question of the quality 
of data supplied by respondents relating to 
the number of units sold, their value and 
their provincial distribution. 


Observations on the quality of these 
data must take into account the structure of 
the new motor vehicles market and the reasons 
for the approach employed in this survey. At 
the present time there are over 4,000 new 
motor vehicle dealerships in the country so 
one approach to obtaining these statistics 
could be to conduct a monthly sample survey 
of this universe and bear with the attendant 
weaknesses and deficiencies of the results. 
The decision in favour of the current method 
of obtaining these statistics from manufac- 
turers and importers, rather than the alter- 
native approach noted above, has been influ- 
enced principally by considerations of cost 
and relative simplicity — it requires the 
co-operation of only 39 respondents. 


These respondents, however, are not 
themselves at the transaction point in the 
market where the sale is made to the end 
user. It is true, though, because of the 
special features of the new car market — its 
high unit cost, the need for dealer-financing, 
the necessity of rapid sales feedback, and 
the effect of mounting inventories on produc- 
tion planning — that there does exist an es- 
pecially close relationship between retail 
dealer and auto supplier. In fact, many 
dealerships are wholly owned or controlled 
by suppliers (see Catalogue 61-513) who thus 
have direct access to their accounts and 
sales records. 


The data supplied by manufacturers and 
importers on total unit sales of new motor 
vehicles can therefore be adjudged as quite 
accurate and probably of much greater reli- 
ability than could be obtained by a sample 
survey of motor vehicle dealers. Regarding 
the provincial distribution of these unit 
sales, some manufacturers and importers are 
unable to provide precise provincial sales as 
their records are kept on a regional basis, 
for example, the Atlantic region. In these 
cases provincial data are obtained by allo- 
cating sales to particular provinces based on 
the provincial distribution reported by other 
comparably sized firms. 


Data on the dollar values of new motor 
vehicle sales are estimated by respondents 
based on their contacts with their own asso- 
ciated retail dealers, their knowledge of in- 
dustry practice and their awareness of current 
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Outre les problémes habituels des enquétes 
exhaustives, comme le besoin de corriger les don- 
nées en raison de questionnaires modifiés ou de ré- 
ponses tardives, ce qui constitue la raison d'étre 
de cette publication, il y a la question de la qua- 
lité des réponses fournies relativement au nombre 
d'unités vendues, leur valeur et leur répartition 
provinciale. 


Les observations sur la qualité de ces don- 
nées doivent prendre en compte la structure du mar- 
ché des véhicules automobiles et les raisons de 
l'approche utilisée dans cette enquéte. Comme il 
y a, a l'heure actuelle, plus de 4,000 concession- 
naires de véhicules automobiles neufs au pays, on 
pourrait se contenter des statistiques obtenues 
par une enquéte mensuelle menée auprés d'un échan- 
tillon de cet univers, malgré les faiblesses et 
lacunes inhérentes 4 une telle approche. Si l'on 
préfére la méthode actuelle de s'adresser aux fa- 
bricants et aux importateurs, 4 l'approche mention- 
née plus haut, c'est pour des considérations de 
cout et pour sa simplicité relative; de plus, elle 
n'exige la collaboration que de 39 enquétés. 


Malheureusement, les enquétés ne se trouvent 
pas au point ot la vente est conclue avec l'utili- 
sateur final. I1 faut tout de méme reconnaitre 
qu'en raison des caractéristiques spéciales du mar- 
ché des voitures neuves (prix unitaire élevé, 
besoin de financement du concessionnaire, nécessité 
d'une réaction rapide au chiffre des ventes et in- 
cidence d'une augmentation des stocks sur la pla- 
nification de la production), il existe une rela- 
tion des plus @troites entre le concessionnaire et 
le fournisseur. En fait, de nombreux commerces 
sont possédés ou contrélés par les fournisseurs 
(voir n° 61-513 au catalogue) qui ont donc un accés 
direct a leurs comptes et leurs livres de ventes. 


Les données fournies par les fabricants et 
les importateurs sur les ventes unitaires totales 
de véhicules automobiles neufs peuvent donc étre 
tenues pour assez précises et elles sont probable- 
ment beaucoup plus fiables que les résultats que 
produirait un sondage fait auprés de marchands de 
véhicules automobiles. Au sujet de la répartition 
provinciale des ventes unitaires, certains fabri- 
cants et importateurs sont incapables de fournir 
les chiffres précis parce que leurs dossiers sont 
établis par région, par exemple celle de 1'Atlan- 
tique.
